 DILLON – The Western Montana Resource Advisory Council (RAC) for the 

Bureau of Land Management has established a working group to look at the overall 

health of the Reservoir Creek Allotment near Dillon.

The goal of the group is to develop a plan 

to manage existing resource uses to achieve desired resource conditions.  The subgroup 

will make recommendations to the Council at large, which, in turn, will make 

recommendations to BLM.
